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| "Of the Laws of te SEA 
Hollanders held at the Hague in the Year 1609, concerning Free- 
dom of Trade and Navigation to the Eaſt-Indzes, the above- men- 
tiond Author publiſh'd his Book, with an Intention to prove that 
the Hallanders had Liberty to Trade to the Eaſt- Indies; which he 
endeavour d to do by the Law of Nations, allowing ſuch a Liberty 
of Navigation to all Mankind, in which none can be moleſted

The CONCLUSION.
